Caught in the act 

Rarely have I seen a trade publication that 
so thoroughly covers issues that concern 
a growing industry’. However, In Tech 
alk (Feb 7M arch Issue) the George Molir 
diagrams are, in my opinion, "incorrect.” 
There can he advantages to focusing the 
sound on the dance floor and allowing 
conversation zones to the side and rear of 
the room. It is often ideal to allow the 
guests to converse hy the bar or at their 
table, while those on the dance lloor can 
still hear the music. 

In response to Future Jock. Henry 
Collins, get a grip on reality, virtual or 
otherwise. Even a propeller-topped, gear 
head Iike myself ackn<iwledges there will 

never be aday when a Mobile will want to 

¥ 

phone in a performance. Remember, 90 
percent of success is just showing up! 

Ted Gurley's review on business ap¬ 
plication software is invaluable. A laptop 
computer for sting title lookup and calen¬ 
dar will probably become standard for 
most high-tech Mobiles. A practical ap¬ 
plication for my soundcard, CD-ROM, 
and MIDI interlace, however is quite a 
stretch. I have been searching for years to 
find any reason to hook my PC to my 


mobile rig. Even PC-based Karaoke sounds 
poor in comparison to CD+G/laser disc. 
MIDI can "control” the lights, but without 
any audio interface, acoustical or other¬ 
wise. it has no association with the music. 
A sound activated controller or effect is far 
superior at a fraction of the cost. 

Digital Audio requires massive stor¬ 
age. The ideal medium is a removable disc, 
accessed by a dedicated, modular, disc 
drive. These are cur¬ 
rent! v known as CDs 
and CD players. With 
over 100 megabytes 
on each disc, I carry 
over 80,000 mega¬ 
bytes of music in a 
pair of Univenture 
CD cases. 

Speaking of talk¬ 
ing out your ear, a 
recent issue of a club-oriented rag advised 
a wanna Ive Mobi le DJ that a pair of 1200s 
were an "Ideal initial investment.” Believe 
that and I have some 8-track cassettes you 
might be interested in.

For example, when it comes time to have 
people participate in Karaoke, many are 
hesitant, and then there are the ones who 



keep coming over to sing. I found ways to 
solve this problem, however. 

1. A prize! When the participants, who 
have tilled out request slips, finish singing, 
the slips are dropped into a fish bowl. You 
can limit your entries if you wish, but I found 
that more people w ill participate.

When I 
announce for ‘Tom" to come up and sing 
“Blue Suede Shoes” and he refuses, it really 
slows down a party. How can I avoid others 
filling out phony requests for their friends? I 
announce at every affair to till out the slips 
themselves, but it always seems to happen.

We had our first insightful look at the future for 
Discjorxeysmthe year2000with Henry Collins' 
articles (February/March, April/May). Now. a 
slightly different spin... 

The year is 2007. Our futuristic DJ arrives at 
the reception hall, clad in tux (Ruffles are back!) 
carrying his entire sound system and music library 
with one hand 

The tiny, stand-mount speakers are full- 
range models with surpnsingcharacteristics. They 
put out over l OOdB, can handle 1,000watt peaks 
and have enormous bass punch. 

In the console, which looks much like a 
businessman's attache case, is an 800-watt p/c - 
10 pound amp and laptop computer. The 
computer looks like those of the mid 1990’s, but 
the way the music data is stored has changed. 
CDs, CD-ROM. CD-I. floppies, in fact any data 
storage system with moving parts is obsolete. 
Our Dj doesn't use a cellular phone link or mini¬ 
satellite up-link, although these exist Still, he has 
access to a vast music library, larger than any DJ 
of the past all contained in a one-inch squared 


As the guests begin to show, he accesses his 
"cocktail hour" file and punches up an old, 
mellow, George Winston tune. It comes in just 
a bit loud so he adjusts the volume by way of a 
touch-sensrtive screen on his' 'virtual mixer.'' 

Throughout the evening he takes requests, 
calling the songs up by typing the title into his 
computer. 'Whenever his mix is in the general 
BPM (Beats Per Minute) range of a request a 
flashing light on his mixer alerts him so he can call 
up the song. He didn’t miss a beat ail night 
While each song plays, a side semen displays 
bits of trivia about the song and artist During his 




* 'patter" he can spice up his program with tidbits 
of information that make him sound like a music 
authority. 

The evening ends with a nice ovation and a 
generous $200 tip (inflation). Minutes 
later he's driving home in his '05 
Caravan. Except when he 
^ led the Conga line, he never 
even broke a sweat 
While some aspects of this 
prophecy seem pure fantasy, 
most are quite familiar and 
attainable. Of course, there 
will be dinosaurs who refuse to let 
go of the old, burdensome way of 
doings things, but those on the cutting edge will 
have downloaded theirmusic, video and karaoke 
library into tiny, polymer-based holographic 
memory cubes. 

Now under development at IBM's Watson 
Research Labs in New York, these cubes store 
data at the molecular level. A special class of 
polymer molecules have been discovered that 
' 'twist' ’ to the right or left (zeros and ones) when 
exposed to polarized laser light Researchers are 
also probing the possibility of makingthese cubes 
color-sensitive. This would mean you could write 
data onto each molecule more than once. 
Storage capacity of a one-inch square cube could 
exceed 300terabytes. Forthosenotinto' 'compu- 
speak" let's just say that's a hell of a lot of 
information. 

Better yet the cubes stone data holographi¬ 
cally, redundantly, and to top it off, they're non¬ 
volatile. No more erasure because it was too 
close to an amp or speaker or you accidentally 
ran over it with yourtruck By being holographic 
each piece has all the data, so all is not lost Your 
music is digital, transportable and truly indestruc¬ 
tible. 

What does all this mean? Well, with this 
technology DJs will still be a human presence at 
their jobs, real and not just virtual reality. Most DJs 
I've talked to still want to mix, choose their music 
and be at the scene to gauge the mood of the 
audience. And it has not come to the point yet 
where audiences prefer machinery to a live 
person. So relax, DJs will not be extinct by the 
year 2007.

ight when il appeared Denon, Stanton-Vestax and Gemini 
had a lock on the ProDJ Dual CD market, Hosa has come 
along and shouldered their way in line with the CD-30, 
m extremely competent and versatile doubledecker. 

Aside from being established as a major supplier of industrial 
strength cables and connectors, the name I losa, may be foreign to 
most DJs. No wonder. The Japanese-based corporation has been 
distributing sound reinforcement gear in the United Slates for 
some time, but has never actually bagged a product of their ow n. 
Since the introduction of Numark’s CD-6020 three years ago, 
Hosa has had a keen eye trained on the American DJ industry, 
patiently waiting for niche to leap into. 

As the popularity of dual CD players has grown, Hosa has been 

working overtime to develop 
a modular line of DJ equip¬ 
ment and get it to market be¬ 
fore the parade passed by. The 
first fruits are ripe and ready 
as Hosa-Pro introduces the

In addition to the 1 losa-Pro CD-30 player and CT-30 control¬ 
ler, the Hosa-Pro line includes the DJ-30 digital sampling mixer 
and KM -30 karaoke mic mixer. The CD-30 is also a\ ailableas the 
CG-30 which includes karaoke graphics outputs ($1,490). In 
developing a pro dual CD player, the company policy has been 
“let 's build the best sounding player we can. then we’ll look at the 
features.” 

Out of the box 

The design criteria for Hosa-Pro’s dual CDs mandated that the 
units share the traditional dual CD style with roots that ran back to 
early Numark units. This format dictates there be two modules: a 
transport unit, which houses the drives for the CDs. and the 
controller, which facilitates the stopping, starting, cueing and 
programming of the drives. For the most part, the transport of 
Hosa-Pro’s CD-30 differs little from that of a similarly priced 
Denon. Gemini, or Stanton-Vestax player (for more on these 
units, see MB #17, Dec7Jan.). The controllers are where eacli 
manufacturer gets a chance to establish its own identity. 

Given our lack of familiarity with the design and construction 
of Hosa 1 To sound products, a look inside the unit prior to hook up 
was mandatory. A few screwdriver twists is all it takes to pop the 
cover off the transport unit. Inside, we noted the layout iscleanand, 
to Mime extent, user-serviceable. According to Hosa-Pro, this was 
no accident. With the company’s claim to building components 


that deliver the best possible sound quality, a high priority was put 
on keeping the signal path as short as possible, he electronics are 

mounted mid-ship flanked on each side by a 
CD transport. The design should prove reli¬ 
able on the road. In addition, the simplicity 
of the modular design and placement of the 
motherboard will allow owners to replace 
ROM (read only memory) ships as upgrades 
become available. 

The transport and controller are stan¬ 
dard 19-inch rack width, and occupy two 
rack spaces. Communication between the 
units is by way of a single heavy-duty SCSI - 
type computer cable with thumb screws to 

maintain positive con¬ 
tact at both ends. 

Controls 

The asymmetrical 
Hosa-Pro CT-30 con¬ 
troller, which is stan¬ 
dard issue with both the 
CG-30 (karaoke) and 
CD-30 transports, fea¬ 
tures the essential but¬ 
tons and sliders with 
clear markings to re¬ 
duce operator error and 

shorten the learning curve. The faceplate isdi vided into fourseparate 
areas with a dedicated set of master controls for each transport: a 
highly useful key pad assignable to either deck and a “program 
select" button that creates some new alternatives in how the signal 
is sent to the mixer. 

The dual master control sets include light-touch buttons for 
cueing, track selection, last forward and reverse and precise beat 
alignment (a.k.a. “pitch bend” on Denon units). A vertical sliderwith 
a disable button provides up to 10 percent up or down variance in 
pitch. 

Track selection is displayed by way of easy to read lighted 
displays. Time (elapsed and remaining) is shown on a single display 
positioned over the keypad. An “A/B" button with red indicator 
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lights is used to choose which unit time is shown for. 

Along with being used to display time for each transport , ibis 
display is also essential when used with the keypad to program a 
set of up to nine tunes. 

Cueing 

The first question (which is actually a two purler) most D.ls 
ask when introduced to a newCDP is “1 low tight and how fast does 
it cue?” This is a very valid concern as those who ask this question 
are usually shopping for their first pro DJ deck, and are often 
comparing them to consumer level pi avers they have been using. 
Factually speaking, the speed, accuracy and reliability ol all pro DJ 
CDPs, regardless of brand, far exceeds the economy-priced 
players which are designed to be connected to a home stereo and 
left there. 

So with respect to cueing, Hosa-Pro’s CD-30 is on par with 
competitive units. Using the advance and retreat buttons, we 
selected tracks randomly to sec how fast it took to establish a cue 


point. Oddly, it was noticeably faster moving to a higher track 
number than going backward. The cue points were all tight and 
accurate. I nlike the Denon and Stanton \ estax play ers whieh cue 
precisely to the beginning of the first trace of audio, this unit cues 
to die nine-code information onthc disc. Tocompensate for the fact 
ihe time-code information may not show (he actual audio starting 
point, Hosa-Pro has blessed this unit with a sophisticated cueing 
capability that facilitates razor-sharp cueing. While in the pause 
mode, simply press either the plus or minus beat align buttons to 
find your exact cue point moving frame-by-frame. Note that 
although the machine allows for frame accurate cueing, the display 
is accurate to seconds, not frames. 

In addition, a “cue” button for each drive makes it possible to 
select a specific cue point to return to at will. 

Keypad 

The best feature of the CT-30 controller is the random access 
keypad. Whereas some units require pushing a button to advance

Cont’d from page 21 

forward track -by track, the keypad on the 
CT-30 allows for instantaneous numeric se¬ 
lection. If von want to track 12 on the CD in 

m 

transport (B), just press B. 1,2. play, If you 
want to program a set of up to nine songs 
□sing the discs loaded in transports (A) and 
(B). select the tracks and store in memory. 
New tracks can be entered or removed from 
memory “on-the-fly" while the unit is play¬ 
ing, however, removing a disc erases the 
memory. 

Road trip 

Of course, the real test of any piece of pro 
CD gear is how well it performs when there’s 
a crowd on the dance floor. During our on- 
location test, the CD-30/C T-30 combina¬ 
tion performed flawlessly. We encountered 
no problems with skipping. Cueing was con¬ 
sistently right on. At no lime was it necessary 
to use the heat align controls to tweak the 
cueing. Good heat mixes arc easily obtain¬ 
able using die pitch control with the beat align 
buttons. The oversized pause/play button? 
are easy to locate, however, it would be a niet 
touch to sec the “gray-on-gray” faceplate 
color scheme broken up with a little more 
color. Having a single-time display for both 
transports seemed a little awkward at first. 
Once wc got use to making track selection!; 
via the keypad, however, placement above 
the pad became very useful. Using the key¬ 
pad whenever possible makes for fast, effi¬ 
cient operation and having the display above 
the keys is logical and practical. 

Conclusions 

Choosing a dual CD player as the primary 
music source for your DJ (and/or karaoke) 
operation requires a significant amount of 
homework. With Hosa Pro joining the pack, 
there are four makes of dual CDPs, and 
countless single players, for professional DJ 
use. Even with all these choices, feature for 
feature, the area of overlap is small. Before 
you make your final choice, get your hands 
on each unit and decide which one you think 
best fits your style. Make sure you ask about 
reliability and service. Here in the digital age, 
a dual transport CDP is as essential as a 
Technics 1200 turntable was a decade ago. 
Just as it was then, if your music source stops 
spinning, so do you. Make your purchase 
from a dealer you know will back it up with 
service. Finally, bring price into the equation 
and you should have all the facts you need to 
select a CDP which will enhance your ovvn

Weddings are an excellent way to 
get more business! Someone just en¬ 
gaged and planning their own reception 
is at every reception. Even during re¬ 
cessive times, when company parties 
and bars tire cutting entertainment, 
people are still getting married. 

So why don't all DJs do weddings? 
Many DJs decide not to do weddings 
after one or two Mow m their faces. To 
keep this from happening to you. here's 
a brief outline of what is expected of a 
DJ during a “typical" wedding recep¬ 
tion.

Act one:The introductions 

Begin playing music as soon as the 
first guests arrive. A blend of light jazz, 
easy listening, top 40 or country love 
songs is usually appropriate. Expect an 
average of thirty to forty minutes between 
when the first guest walks in and when the 
bridal parly will arrive, 

You should know' from your pre-re¬ 
ception meeting with the bride and groom 
whether or not they wish to be introduced 
as they enter the hall. If so, check to make 
sure everyone who is supposed to be an¬ 
nounced is present. You should already 
have attained a list of names of the bridal 
party with pronunciations. 

Hold the introductions until the room 
is quiet and you have everybody's atten¬ 
tion. A suggested opening is “Good 
evening ladies and gentlemen and wel- 
_ come to (name of re¬ 
ception), I'm (your 
name) and at this time 
it gives me great plea¬ 
sure to introduce the 
parents of the bride, 

Mr. and Mrs. (name),” 
After a brief 
pause continue by in¬ 
troducing the parents of 
the groom. Then con¬ 
tinue calling the re¬ 
mainder of the bridal 
party, pausing as each 
couple enters the room. 
Next is the maid (not 
married) or matron 
(married) of honor and 
the best man. Then the 
rest of the bridesmaids 


and ushers are introduced. 

If a flower girl and ring bearer arc 
also part of the party, call them just be¬ 
fore introducing the bride and groom. 
Then with dynamic enthusiasm ask ev¬ 
eryone to stand and congratulate the new 
bride and groom, Mr. and Mrs. (name) 
(or however they want to be introduced). 

Act two: Cut the cake 

^ Most couples cut iheir wedding cake 
right alter the meal. I f a meal is not 
'"served, they will usually cut the cake 10 
to 30 minutes after they arrive. When¬ 
ever they decide to cut their cake, it is 
the DJ's job to get everyone's attention 
and announce it. 

Act three: First dance 

Now it's lime for the bride and groom's 
first dance. This again requires getting 
the guests atten tion a nd an enthusias tic 

:f s have a nice round 
of applause aslhowever they want to be 
introduced) have their first dance to¬ 
gether as husband and wife." 

Many couples like to dance together 
during the entire first song. However, 
some couples request their parents— the 
bride's father joining her and the 
groom's mother joining him—to join 
them halfway through the first dance. 

Next, you will announce any special 
dances like the bride and father and the 
groom and mother dances, followed by 
the bride dancing with the groom's fa¬ 
ther and the groom dancing with the 
bride's mother. Upon completion oi the 
“formal” dances, go right into your first 
dance set and get the party going.

Garter and bouquet 

Request the single ladies come to the 
dance floor for the tossing of the bou¬ 
quet. To get everyone involved, after the 
bride, single ladies, and the photogra¬ 
pher are ready, announce, ‘This calls for 
a little audience participation, so let s all 
help with the countdown...5,4.3,2, 1!” 
Congratulate the lady who caught the 
bouquet. Now the bride has a seal so the 
groom can remove her garter. 

With “The Stripper” (“Legs” by ZZ 
fop is also good) as the background 
song, the garter is removed. 1’hen all the 
single gentlemen are called forward as 
the groom throws the garter. Finally, 
have the lady who caught the bouquet sit 
down while the man that caught the gar¬ 
ter puts it on her leg. If either party is a 
child, have the m aid or matron 
or the best man stan< 


Restart the music with a ballad so the 
people who caught the bouquet and gar¬ 
ter can dance. 

Your Final “official” act as the DJ/ 
Master of Ceremonies will be to thank 
all family and guests for coming to the 
reception as you announce the departure 


of the bride and groom. And that's it, 
easy money right ! Belter than doing win 
dows.

Toasts 

At some point during the evening, the 
best man and possibly others will want to 
toast the bride and groom. These toasts 
arc typically done prior to the meal or

Before an¬ 
nouncing the toast, always check that 
the toaster is ready anil the guests have 
something to toast with!

R ick Meyer lias a simple prescription 
for the stress and negativity that per¬ 
vades life in the '90s and it all begins 
with a big YEEEEEEEEEEEEEEE- 
HAAAAAAaaaa! Better known as 
Hillbilly Rick, Meyer owns Yee Haa Country 
Music Dance Services in Hauhstadt, In. His 
specialty is Country and he believes the success¬ 
ful DJ of the future will interact with the audience 


not only as a DJ/host, but also as a dancer, friend 
and all around entertainer. 

A long-ti me fan of Country, Meyer says 
modern Country music and Country dancing of¬ 
fer the positive image that people are looking for. 
Country has gotten away from the “my wife left 
me. I’m dying, crying and drunk"and has become 
fun and up-tempo. 

Meyer’s involvement with Country 
dancing began in the mid-80’s when Country 
music began catching mainstream attention. 
Meyers was one of the first to jump on the 
bandwagon. With the current explosion in the 
popularity of Country music and Country 1 danc¬ 
ing, demand for his talents is at an all-time high. 
He explains, “A lot of DJs have not yet learned 
what songs to play for particular dances (see 
sidebar). Many also don’t understand beats per 
minute (BPM) and that different dances can be 
done to more than just one song." His advanced 
knowledge in these areas keep his schedule filled 
six nights a week. 

Meyer started increasing the mobile as¬ 
pect of his business about the same time country 
dance clubs began gelling more popular (about 
three years ago). “The clubs would hire us to go in 
and help to teach dances. Then we’d start picking 
the music to go along with it. Eventually we did it 
all ourselves." Meyer says. 

He runs three systems and has four 
people working w ith him. Meyer explains. ‘The 
people who work for me are dancers and instruc¬ 
tors themselves. We interact w ilh our guests more 


than most DJs (in his area). We get right 
out on the dancefloor and get involved 
with the guests." 

Meyer loves his work and loves 
people. He has taught as many as 9(H) 


people at one time how to do a Country line 
dance and once hosted a dance with 2.5(H) 


people present, which was broadcast live on 
TV. He also has become very active in 
fundraising. “We re try ing to find a national

organization that would go with us to Atlanta, 
Nashville, Knoxville, etc. and help organize the 
local dance clubs in each area for the purpose of 
raising funds for the sponsoring organization. In 
conjunction with this, we’d like to bring in some¬ 
one like a Clay Walker, or a Faith Hill and do a 
concert with line dancing going on simultaneously 
on the stadium floor.” Meyer projects that through 
the fund-raisers that are already planned for 1994, 
he’ll help organizations raise over $200,000, for 
which he'll receive no compensation. 

In addition to Yee Haa, Meyer owns and oper¬ 
ates a campground and miniature golf course in 
Haubstadt, lnd„ which is just outside Evansville.

As a member of the National Teachers Association of County 
Dancers, Rick Meyer has learned a great deal over the years. 
According to Meyer, one of the most important principles a Dj 
must Icam to be successful in the country dance arena, is that of 
BPM. It is essential that each type of dance be matched with a song 
that has the appropriate BPM,' 'I was an aerobics instructor before 
I got real involved with country dancing, that's where I learned 
about beats per minute. As I started bringing my knowledge of 
BPM into country dancing, I soon realized how important it was 
to match the correct song to the right dance. This made it easier 
for people to dance a particular kind of dance, such as the 
"Cowboy Boogie” to an unfamiliar song, as long as the BPM are 
similar.’' 

For DJ’s interested in leamingmore about country line dancing, 
Meyer suggests the following. Initially what a DJ needs to do is find 
out what dances people are doing in their particular geographic 
region and find one song for each dance. Then find out the time 
signature and beats per minute range for each dance. With this 
knowledge a DJ can select other songs with the same character¬ 
istics for each particular dance. The DJ must remember that 50 
percent or more of the people dancing are relative beginners. For 
this reason, it is important most of the songs you play have a very 


strong and distinct beat. For example. Achy Breafcy Heart is an 
awesome song because it has such a distinct beat Most line dances 
have 32 steps to them which might correlate to 32 beats. The Achy 
Breciky is about 120-125 beats per minute As people am going 
through the dance steps, they are following the beat of the music 
and if a beginner can't hear the beat, it is easy forthem to get mixed 
up. Some songs don't have that strong beat. Boomerang love by 
Jimmy Buffett is a pretty "Cha-Cha." So is Neon Moon. But 
Boomerang Love does not have as distinctive a beat, so beginners 
have a harder time dancing to it The secret is to work with the 
beginners, get them started and make them feel comfortable." 

Meyer points out that it is advantageous for the DJ to also be the 
instructor. If you are interested in learning country line dancing, 
Meyer suggests you visit a country dance club in your area. Many 
nave dance instruction nights. Meyer adds it is extremely important 
to learn the dances that are being done in your particular area He 
discourages buying the instructional video tapes because that’s not 
how the dances are done in every area. Meyer feels it is very 
important to nurture the beginning country dancer. It is important 
to get them in structured, beginner classes where they're dancing all 
night If beginners try doing more advanced steps before they are 
ready it will discourage them and they may end up quitting. j.

While this may sound like the perfect recipe for a boring reception, it was quite the 
opposite, livening up the sometimes dull dinner hour with humorous and tearful memories. 
Since both weddings had a large number ot British guests (who were familiar with the 
tradition) the response was phenomenal and the toasting lasted almost 30 minutes at both 
weddings. Then it was on to the first dance.

Time to get the dust, rust and must 
out of your system! 




ow that you and your appointment hook are fi- 
nally defrosted, it’s lime for summer madness. 

If you haven't fired up your system in a while, 
review these tips before launching your summer 
tour. 


Dust 

Dust is the mortal enemy of slider controls. If you have 
the nasty habit of smoking while spinning, it's time to 
empty the ashes out of your mixer. The best and safest way 
to evacuate dust and debris is with compressed “canned" 
air. available at any graphic arts or electronic parts store. 
Most cans come with a narrow tube so you can direct the air 
stream into hard-to-reach places. If you can't remove the 
sliders, then turn the mixer on its side before spraying. This 
will help prevent dust from settling hack into the slider. 
Move the slider back and forth while spraying the air to re¬ 
move dust trapped under the electrical contacts. 


Rust 

Rust is a poor conductor. To help ensure good electrical 
contact, remove any rust that may have accumulated on the 
ends of your cable [dugs. One simple solution is to use a 
fine grade sandpaper (200 grit or better) or emery cloth to 
remove any rust accumulations. Just twisting the plugs a 
quarter turn or more while in the jacks can help ensure good 
electrical contact. 

Nicotine 

Nicotine (cigarette tars) can damage delicate electronic 
circuits, such as those found in CD players and digital sam¬ 


pling mixers. Mounting delicate electronics in an equipment 
rack with exhaust fans and intake air filters wilt improve 
matters. If you find your equipment runs hot. even with good 
ventilation, you may have a paste of nicotine and dust on 


circuit boards and heat sinks. There are circuit board clean¬ 


ing products that remove unwanted nicotine buildup. Quit¬ 
ting smoking is the most effective way to keep you and your 
equipment healthy. 


Buzz and hum 

Bad grounding causes hum. To track down the source of 
the hum, start by making sure you’re getting clean power 
from a well-grounded, three-prong wall outlet. 

Now connect your components in the usual manner and 
follow these troubleshooting steps: 

1. Adjust the power amplifier's volume to 50 percent and set 
the mixer’s input level controls to the minimum settings and 
the master gain to maximum. 

2. Set the mixer's input selector to music source (music is 
not required for this step) and slowly increase the input level 
while listening for a hum. When you hear hum. leave the 
input level control at its present setting and select a line in¬ 
put on another channel. 

3. increase the input level until a hum is heard or until the 
setting matches that of the previous channel. If hum is 
present in both input channels, there is a ground loop prob¬ 
lem (see Tech-Talk). If the hum is only heard in one of the 
input channels, say a phono source for example, then that 
input source may not be properly grounded. Using a ground 
bus can help eliminate hum potential. 


Mobile Beat 















On the bus 

A ground bus (a.k.a. “ground return") is an electrical 
ground common to all electronic components in a sound 
system. By connecting each component to a central ground 
wire, you can greatly reduce or eliminate hum potential. 

You can create a ground bus two ways. It your equip¬ 
ment is not rack-mounted, run a single, !2-gauge stranded 
wire to the chassis ground of each component. Connect the 
end of the wire to the plate screw of the AC outlet you in¬ 
tend to use. Crimping “U" shape solderless terminals on the 
ground w-ire simplify its connection and removal.

If your components are mounted in a equipment rack, 
you can use the metal rack rails as a ground bus. Attach a 
ground wire from the plate screw of the nearest AC outlet 
to one of the rack rails. The screws securing the compo¬ 
nents to the rails should provide a solid connection. It you 
arc not getting a good ground using this method, use a 
ground bus as described in the previous paragraph.

If the outlet passes inspection, 
you arc generally safe to use a three- 
prong adapter, making certain you 
connect the ground wire to the outlet 
plate screw. When inserting the 
adapter plug into the outlet, make 
sure the wide prong goes into the 
neutral. 









Before using a three-prong AC 
adapter on a two-prong outlet, check 
lor the neutral prong. Just because the 
outlet is on the wall doesn't mean it is 
in compliance with state wiring 
codes. Three-prong outlets are stan¬ 
dard in every state so a two-prong 
outlet is a good indication the wiring 
is old. 

Check the outlet with an AC line 
tester, available from any hardware or 
electrical store. The tester has a small 
neon light and two test leads. The 
neon light glows when AC current is 
applied to the test leads. Insert one of 
the test leads into one side of the out¬ 
let and touch the outlet plate screw 
with the other lead. If the tester's 
light glows, then the prong is “hot.” 
Repeat this step with the other side of 

the outlet, the neon light should not 

«■* 

glow, indicating that prong is “neu¬ 
tral.” It the neon should glow dimly 
or flicker when testing the neutral, the 
outlet has a ground fault — don't use 
it! 


Road tips 

Equipment redundancy, in addi¬ 
tion to proper maintenance, is the 
best way to handle any problem you 
might encounter on the road. Carry¬ 
ing a spare amp and extra cable can 
be a real life saver. It's also a good 
idea to travel with a small tool kit to 
handle any problems that can be 
fixed in the field. 

Set up your equipment and check 
it out thoroughly before hitting the 
road. Make these few suggestions a 
regular part of your routine and you 
will save yourself quite a few head¬ 
aches down the road,

Of all the electrical trouble makers we 
encounter on the road, the most annoying 
has to be something I call the “ground loop 
gremlin.” (technically referred to as the 
“ground loop"). 

Here’s the scenario; It’s your first lime 
out with your brand new. state-of-the-art 
sound system. When you hooked it up at 
home earlier, everything was fine, but now 
you’re at Phil and Sylvia’s wedding recep¬ 
tion and there's a healthy hum emanating 
liom your speakers. While the bride and 
groom are waiting in the wings lor you to 
introduce them, you're trying to trouble¬ 
shoot the cause. After lour times through 
the complete system, everything appears 
to be hooked up correctly. You have no 
choice but to buzz your way through. 

Convinced you have a defective com¬ 
ponent, first thing Monday you head to 
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your DJ equipment store. Low and be¬ 
hold, the hum is still there. Enter the 
ground loop gremlin. 

A ground loop is caused by electrical 
differences in the AC ground and the 
I signal ground. When pieces of varying 
design arc connected and these differ- 
ences exist, you get that nice annoying 
buzz or hum. I'o make matters worse, 
some manufacturers connect these 
grounds together, some separate them, 
some units use a balanced system, and 
others use an imbalanced system. All of 
these can open the door for the ground 
loop gremlin. 

To find out what causes the hum is 
easy. With your system disconnected, 
trace die loop from your amp back to 
your sources (CDs, tape deck, turntables, 
etc.). For example, hook up only your 
speakers to the amp. turn it on and in¬ 
crease the gains. It should he quiet, maybe 
some hiss, but no hum (providing your 
amp is in good working order).

I Next, check to see if any of your 

, pieces have grounded AC plugs. I’ve 
found that using a three-prong to two- 
1 prong adapter effectively "lifts" the 

j ground. One rule, do not lift the amp's 
} ground in this manner! Depending on 

your model, you can get some pretty 
nasty results. Use a ground lift jumper 
instead (see your owner’s manual).

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If lifting grounds do not help, 
you can have a special (three-con¬ 
ductor) cable made up. This may be 
the only solution if you are mixing 
unbalanced and balanced gear. This 
method usually gets rid of tough 
gremlins. The attached diagram will 
assist you on having the propercable 
made. Diagram A shows an unbal¬ 
anced output connected to a bal¬ 
anced input. Diagram B shows a 
balanced output with a balanced in¬ 
put. 

If all else fails, try using an isola¬ 
tion transformer (available from Ra¬ 
dio Shack or an auto sound store). 1 
don’t recommend this as a perma¬ 
nent remedy. 

So there you have it, a little more 
knowledge on how to track down 
and capture the ground loop greml in. 
Tunc in next time for some tips on 
how to make the ultimate DJ emer¬ 
gency tool kit. Now I have to take 
care of a real gremlin. My pet ham¬ 
ster just crawled into my speaker’s 
bass port.

Q: Dear George: 

I recently purchased a pair of JBL MR 838’s and thc\ >ound great. I 
have been reading your columns and you made it pretty much clear to me 
the dangers of overload and distortion. These speakers cost me $ 1 .MX) and 
I don’t want my DJs to blow them up. What can I do to protect them? Clyde 
Stevens. Devine Memories Entertainment, Atlanta . Ga. 

A: Dear Clyde: 

I know how you feel, I have seen expensive speakers like yours blown 
many times from improper use. Probably the easiest and least expensive 
way to protect your speakers is with conventional fuses. You can easil y add 
a fuse jack in line with the positive lead on each speaker. The following 
chart that will help you select a proper fuse for you speaker's impedance 
verses the power output of your amp. Always choose a fuse that is smaller 
than your speaker’s and amp's full output. 

On the more expensive side, you can place a device called a limiter just 
before the amp. This prevents overload to your speakers and amp. Also, 
because the protection can be set electronically, you don’t have to worry 
about having no sound because a fuse blew (See “Tech Talk" Mobile Beat 
Issue #14). George

Giving your customers what they want 
could be your best asset 






It’s easy to gel caught up in the rush for new business and 
forget the priority, taking care of the customers you're 
playing for now. Total customer satisfaction comes from 
treating each client as an individual. Satisfied customers 
are the number one source of new business. 

You generally know when you've done an exceptional 
job iust as much as when a job has gone differently than 
expected. But what about the times when you get paid, but 
never really know if the customer was 100 percent pleased?

Getting to know your customers 

If your specialty is wedding receptions your potential 
customers are, obviously, brides and grooms. If your 
expertise is high school dances, then local schools are 
your mark. This may seem a bit simplistic, but consider the 
different expectations leach type of client has. Some may 
be more concerned with flashy light shows than digital 
audio technology. Others may prefer you take requests or 
have a set music list. 

When you know the concerns of your target market, 
you can tailor your service and marketing to address those 
needs. Here are some examples: 

• What if you can't make it? Many clients worry about 
possible equipment failure or DJ no-shows. II you're a big 
company with a number of systems and DJs. there is no 
problem. For smaller companies, though, you can cover 




this possibility by networking with other DJs so that you can 
cover for each other. 

• How did we do? A great way to gather information on your 
customer service record is with follow-up calls. This gives 
you a chance to thank the client for hiring you and to ask what 
they liked and disliked about yo ur performa 
^ "* *perfornTanC2 questionnaires at the end oFthe show to fill out 
later and mail back to you. These make terrific letters of 
recommendation. 



• Are you paying your bird dogs? Offering $25 or $50 
coupons toward future services is always a sound way to 
guarantee future business.

• Do you really want the job? How fast do you return phone 
messages? If you w'ere shopping around for a DJ (or any type 
of service) would you have much faith in someone who can’t 
even return a phone call? Return all messages on the day you 
receive them. One way to be assured you get your messages, 
no matter how much you're away from your office, is to have 
an answering machine that forwards the messages to your 
pager. Car phones are also handy, though costly. 

• What works for you? Where do you get most of your work 
from? The Yellow Pages ad? Bridal shows? Direct mailings? 
If all of your customers are from personal referrals then you’re 
doing a great job. If you only get new customers and no repeat 
business, then you've got some changes to make. 

• Is it lime lo expand? Do you turn aw'ay work because of 
requests for services you aren’t prepared to offer? Whether 
it’s Karaoke, special lighting, whatever, if your customers ask 
for it (or even if they don't) consider adding special services 
to your standard package. It might just be the tie breaker 
between you and the competition. If you are not in the position 
to purchase new equipment, consider renting. 
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• Are you flexible? Are your custom¬ 
ers too busy to come to your office? 
Whv not be creative and meet over 
lunch (a tax write off) or after work? 
Maybe even make a house call! The 
key is to be accessible. If a good 
portion of your client base is in an 
adjoining state or an in-state toll call, 
look into investing in a 1-800 num¬ 
ber. Many of the phone service com¬ 
panies offer substantial discounts for 
start up. Another item worth invest¬ 
ing in is a facsimile (PAX) machine. 

• Whv don’t vou have ? How 

many times has someone come up to 
you during a performance and re¬ 
quested a new song you didn't have? 
It’s not cost effective to pay $ 15 for a 
CD and play one song off it. It's also 
bad business not to have a customer’s 
requests. One simple way to keep up 
on current music releases is to sub¬ 
scribe to one of the many services that 
provide weekly or monthly CDs with 
all the new releases. Hot Hits pro¬ 
duces two monthly CDs, one Country 
and one with Pop music. Promo Only 
Radio Series produces a monthly re¬ 
lease with up-to-date Pop, dance and 
ballad music. CDX releases a CD bi¬ 
weekly with all the new Country mu¬ 
sic. RPM presses weekly with music 
from Adult-Contemporary, Top 40 
and Country categories all on one 
CD. In Canada, Entertainment Re¬ 
sources Group supplies similar ser¬ 
vices. 

• Cash or charge? With today’s tough 
economic times, many clients are hav¬ 
ing a hard time coming up with the 
cash to pay lor your services. One 
way to help them through is by ac¬ 
cepting credit card payments. Check 
with your local hank about setting up 
an account. 

As in any relationship, consider¬ 
ing the other's needs makes for a 
more pleasurable experience. A cli¬ 
ent base takes cultivating.,.work it 
well and you will reap the benefits.

What to do when you think you Ve 
getting a raw deal . 




When you're a disc jockey or rim a l)J agency, you run the risk of 
getting burned by the occasional client. 

Though we all should strive to do a professional job, and 
certainly there are instances when a customer deserves a refund, 
there are times when a the client is unscrupulous. It's not a question 
of if it will happen, but when. 

The Horror Stories 

•You show up for a job and the client double-booked their 
D.I and you re one of them.'The other DJ gets there first and the client 
tells you to go home! 

•The client’s check bounces and you never get your 
money, (My company even had a client bounce a check and then 
declare bankruptcy.) 

•A client refuses to pay for over time. 


•A customer claims (with no validity) that the DJ didn't 
perform as expected and won’t pay the total bill. 


The two big questions that face honest, hard working DJs are.,. 
How do we prevent this kind of thing from happening? What do we 
do when it does happen ? 


Prevention 

• (Jet it in writing. Always have the customer sign a contract. A 
standard contract lists the hours, location, fee. over time rate and 
late-paymcnt or bounced-chcck fees. 

• Service your client. Slay in touch from the time of booking to 
the event. Meet with them personally. Mail contracts, info sheets, 
songs lists, etc., on a timely basis and then follow-up. 

• Specify prepayment. This isn’t going to stop someone from 
canceling a check, but it does stop them from lea v ing without paying 
you. We’ve all worked a party where the person with the checkbook 
leaves early or is passed out under the table and can’t sign the check. 
Prepaying eliminates a lot of the problems that can occur. 

If you've sold yourself effectively, the customer should not feel 
apprehensive about paying you before services rendered. To help it 
along, simply explain that by prepaying, they don't have to worry 
about it later, and can just enjoy the occasion. 


But What If They Won’t Pay? 

• Don’t get angry. A natural reaction, if you think your 
client is trying to pull a fast one. It’s important to maintain profes¬ 
sional composure. 



• Small claims. If the client does not respond to vour initial 
phone call or letter take them to small claim's court. Most states 
charge a $ 10 or S15 fee to file a claim agai nst someone, i ; ill out the 
claim and mail a copy to your customer. Do not file it yet. Tell your 
customer this claim will be filed if you do not receive immediate 
payment. Inform them they will be responsible for the balance due, 
late fees and also court fees. 

Hopefully the client will pay at this point. If they still refuse, you 
can either file the claim or drop the matter. It may not he worth your 
while to give up a day in small claims court. I f you do actually go to 
court, often the client won't show. If yourclient does show and you 
have your signed contract with you and a legitimate defense, you will 
usually win your case, but you still have to collect. 

• Collection agencies and credit reports. If you do not 
want to deal directly with the client you can hire a collection agency. 
These agencies usually take a percent of the balance tine if they 
collect the money. M they do not collect, they do not usually receive 
any form of payment. Always hire a collection agency that reports 
to TRW or one of the major credit agencies. At the very least, you cat i 
have your client's credit history tainted. 

If all these measures fail, you can write off the unpaid amount as 
a business loss on your taxes. 

Having a customer renege on a payment is always frustrating. 
Don’t allow yourself to be driven to distraction. Plotting a revenge 
or walking around your office explaining your situation to every 
sympathetic ear—are all counter-productive. 

Approach the problem professionally and move on. The solution 
may not always be satisfactory bul it’s one of the prices to pay when 
you're in business for yourself. 


Explain to the client why you feel you deserve full payment. Do 
this verbally and always follow-up in writing. If possible, have your 
attorney send the letter.

Marketing 


Targeting the 
wedding market 


Willie Sutton robbed bunks. When 
asked why, he replied. “Thai’s where 
the money is.” Sutton understood tar¬ 
get marketing. We aren't going to 
rob weddings but let’s talk about how 
to get invited to one and be paid for it. 
Like Sutton, there are certain things to 
research bef ore pulling off a job. Iden¬ 
tify your clientele. 

Know where you 
can reach them. 

Learn where to be, 
have a plan of ac¬ 
tion and make sure 
you have plenty of 
backup. 

Setting your 
sights 

Planning a 
wedding involves 
getting in touch 
with many differ¬ 
ent people and 
businesses. Look 
at the w hole pic¬ 
ture. There are jewelry stores, caterers, 
florists, banquet halls, bridal shows, 
lux and gown shops, etc. These people 
are a valuable source of future wed¬ 
ding gigs. By offering referrals in re¬ 
turn for referrals (you wash my hack. 
I’ll scratch yours) you both come out 
ahead. Plus, people w'ork harder when 
they are getting something out of it. 

Fair is fair 

Bridal fairs are particularly effec¬ 
tive, especially if you are the only DJ 
firm participating (something you 
must inquire about). If there are other 
DJs, then you should seek to set your¬ 
self apart. Have a give-away or offer a 
special discount or incentive (You 



could work out a deal so that each couple 
who I >ooks your service gets dinner for 
fwo at a prominent eatery that would cost 
you Hidei. B efore von commit tn a bridal 
fair, check with previous exhibitors. If 
they say it was worthwhile for them, than 
it probably will work for you. 


Leave a calling card 

Always appear professional. This 
means business cards, brochures, mailers, 
advertising, and appearance. Every pos¬ 
sible contact and job source should be pre¬ 
sented with all the information needed to 
know what you do, who you are and 
where you can be reached. By doing so 
you don’t come off as some annoying, 
aggressive salesperson, but a professional 
business |>erson, conducting business, and 
you will be respected as such. 

Maximize your dollars 

Promoting your business can be 
costly, so invest your dollars carefully. 
Check with others who have advertised in 



Often, determining the odds on advertising is hit or miss. Regard¬ 
less, doing your homework always helps the odds. For example, 
Mark Klatskin, owner and operator of Encore Entertainment, 
recently decided to expand his business by selling books-of- 
interest to people in the entertainment business. Before Klatskin 
advertised in Mobile Beat, he asked for my advice. He also checked 
with other Mobile Beat advertisers. After two issues Klatskin's 
books, “DJ Games' and 'The Ultimate Trivia Game Book,” are, 
according to Klatskin, selling very well.

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I n our last issue we announced the 
search is on to find the best (but not 
necessarily the biggest) Mobile DJ/ 
Karaoke Sound and Lighting systems 
on earth. First to accept our dial 
lenge is Mike Laventure, operator of 
Mike Laser Productions, in Chicopee, 
Mass., near Springfield. 

Laventure began his DJ career at age 19 
spinning in area clubs. He built his first 
mobile sound system two years later. Dur¬ 
ing the last eight years he has continually 
reinvested a portion of the profits and 
assembled one of the largest and loudest 
mobile systems in his area. Now 27-years- 
old. he still devotes a great deal of time and 
money into his 6,540-watt sound system, 
the best in the area. 

One of the toughest problems for a 
mobile is getting deep, tight, dub-like bass. 
Laventure has met the challenge the good 
old fashioned way, with lots of power and 
large cabinets. The punch for his totally 
balanced, four-way system comes from 
four AB-Intemational amplifiers and I8JBL 
speakers. 

For Low-bass, an AB-1200C (1350 
watts) fires off four JBL-224IH 18-inch 
subwoofers reinforced by four JBL-2226H 
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15-inch cabinets pow¬ 
ered by an AB-900C. 

Six JBL-2I23H 
boxes driven by an AB- 
9420 cover the mids. 
Dual JBL -2445H Horn 
drivers and JBL—2388 
Horns get their juice 
from an AB-1590 (330 
watts). 



Laventure’s music sources are Technics 1200 and 1300 CD players, an Adcom 
5 CDP. and Tascam 122 MKIl tape deck. His main DJ mixer is a balanced 

Furman DJ8B.

Laventure plays most of his jobs solo with occasional help from his wife Michelle. 
Most of his gigs are weddings and “Jack-N-Jills” (engagement parties). He says 
running a big rig has helped him most with high schools, where those big JBL 18s 
pump out a body shaking thump. 

Operating a high power system can be a huge headache whenthings don'twork.

Furman shim for a perfect world 

In a perfect world, 
every day would be 
sunshine, we would 
all get free CDs, and 
no matter what we 
plugged into a mixer, it would sound terrific. However, one can’t predict 
the weather, it’s doubtful CDs will ever be free, and there are major 
differences in the sound of music sources. Turntables, tape decks and 
CD players each reproduce sound using different technologies. But 
even if you are dedicated to a single type of music source, there can be 
variations. Foi example the sound of phono cartridges, tape heads, and 
CD lasers can change with age and wear. 

The best way to compensate for these changes is with equalizing, 
or deliberately altering the frequencies which make up the tone of the 
sound from each unit 

Using a central equalizer, or "EQ" to manipulate the overall sound 
from a PA is common practice, but for DJs, there are instances where 
it would be great to have equalization on each input of a mixer. 

Furman Sound has developed just such a device in the Q-541 four- 
channel stereo graphic equalizer. The Q-541 is a single rack space unit 
designed to be insertec into the audio chain between stereo music 
sources, such as CDPs, tape decks, turntables or a VCR and the audio 
mixer. 

Each of the four sliders are ganged so that right channel and left 

channel adjustments are made with a single adjustment. Channels one 
62 


and two are switehable between phono and line inputs allowing for a 
total of two phono/two line or four line level inputs. 

Five bands of EQ are provided on each channel, centered on 63, 
250, IK, 4K and I6K Hz. LED level metering indicates overload and 
overload potential. An FQ bypass switch on each channel is provided 
for making "A/B" compansons between the equalized and unequalized 
sound. 

To see how functional the Q-54 J really is. we connected it 
between a Fuman DjM-8 mixer and various phono and line sources. 
Each channel was set to the flat, non-EQ position. Beginning with the 
turntable, connected to the first channel, we tuned the boost and cut 
sliders to obtain the sound we wanted. The other channels were then 
set to simulate the same sound. With only five sliders on each channel 
to contend with, it was a relatively simple and quicktaskto get the tone 
and signal level of our tape deck and turntable to match that of the CD 
player 

To make connecting the Q-54 I easy, phono jacks are used for all 
inputs and outputs. A ground lift switch and turntable ground post are 
included.

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wedding, and you ran across an article like the example 
above in your town paper. II you were inexperienced at 
hiring DJs, and most people are, you would greatly value 
that article if it gave you useful information. You would 
also probably trust the person who wrote it because you 
would assume he or she was an expert. Further, if you 
needed a DJ you might cal! them for advice. As the author, 
that's exactly what you want. And the odds are that if you 
get a good article published, you will get shows from it. 
There are four steps to getting an article like this pub¬ 
lished. 


1) Target the desired publication 

2) Contact editor and sell concept 

3) Write the article 

4) Submit the article and edit if necessary 


Write The Article 

The third step is writing the article. Now you may be 
saying. I'm a DJ, not a writer." Then find someone to 
ghostwrite the article for you. This is extremely common. 
In fact, most of the bylined articles that appear in trade 
magazines are written by someone else. So arc most of the 
biographies of famous people. Lee lacocca gets the credit, 
but someone else actually interviews him and writes the 
book. You may have a friend who can write, or you could 
get a freelance writer. You should have a basic outline, 
and the writer can ask you questions and fill in the details. 
You must review the draft of the article for factual accu¬ 
racy before it goes to the editor. 
When you are developing the 
article, you must keep a level of 
impartiality, in other words, you 
can’t say, “The best way to hire 
a DJ is to hire me." That kind of 
thing will make your article 
seem like an ad, and the editor 
won’t publish it. It is OK to put 
things in the article that you 
believe are important, and that 
play into your strengths. 


Target The Publication 

The first step is targeting the publication in which you 
want the article to appear. In general, the bigger the 
circulation, the harder it w ill be to get published. A small, 
local paper might easily agree, while a large city paper 
might not accept that kind of article. This is because the 
small local paper doesn't have a large staff of reporters to 
write articles, yet they still have to fill the paper every day 
or week. One good way to tell is to look through the 
prospective papers and pay attention to the author's cred¬ 
its. If the article appears with just a name beside it, the 
odds are it w as written by a staff person. If some of the 
articles have a one or two sentence description of who the 
author is at the end of the article, this is a good sign. It 
means that the publication lakes material from outside 
sources - like you. If you can find any local papers or 
magazines containing articles ol this type, they should he 
on your target list. 

Contact The Editor 

The second step is to contact the appropriate editor at each 
of your targets and pitch them on the story idea. Basically, 
ail you're doing is offering them your expertise in the 
subject matter. Just call up the editorial department and 
explain to them that you have an idea for a story. They are 
always looking for story ideas so they'll be receptive to 
you. Tell them that you could write an informative article 
explaining how to hire disc jockeys for weddings (or 
whatever other idea you have for an article). You might 
have to use some salesmanship. Explain that many of their 
readers face this problem, and you can provide valuable 
information for them. With luck, an editor will see your 
point, take your idea, and expand on it or change it. Either 
way, its a chance for you to get some exposure. 


Submit and Edit 

The fourth step in the process is to send the article to the 
editor and get feedback. The editor may print the article as 
it stands, or he may have questions or suggestions for 
areas that need more work. Once you have answered the 
editor's concerns, turn in your article and wait for the 
phone calls. An important etiquette point; It is considered 
bad form to bug an editor about when your article will 
appear. When you submit the article, it's OK to ask when 
the editor thinks it will be published. However, after you 
ask once, let it rest or risk annoying him or her. 

Your article can become an important sales tool for a 
long time after the issue date of the magazine or newspa¬ 
per, You can make reprints or photocopies of the article to 
use whenever someone calls you about a show. Then, 
besides getting the usual business card and flyer, they'll 
have an article from a publication. (Be sure to check if you 
need permission from the paper or magazine to reprint or 
copy your article. Some publications retain ownership of 
the material . Making copies without their permission may 
be illegal and could get you in trouble.) Your expertise 
will be elevated in the prospect s eyes, and they’ll feel 
confident in trusting the DJ who is so professional and 
such an expert that the paper had him write an article. 
Hundreds of businesses use this tactic every day as an 
inexpensive way to increase their sales. You should too.

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I f you enjoy singing and working 
with computers, then you should be 
using your computer to help you op 
crate your karaoke business. Here are 
some ideas.,. 

Software and hardware 

Software is the umbrella term for pro¬ 
grams (applications) you buy on “floppy” 
discs. The hardware is the CPU (central 
processing unit) and all the mechanical, 
electronic, and expensive things that you 
connect to your computer (for example: 
the keyboard, the monitor, mouse, printer, 
scanner, modem, etc.). 

Mac or PC 

Apple's Macintosh computers, in my 
opinion, are more “user friendly than IBM 
P( "s. The software commands are based 
on easy-to-understand pictographs, or 
icons that do not require the memorization 
of complex typed instructions. Macs are 
somewhat more expensive than their PC 
counterparts however, some Mac com¬ 
puter series, such as the Perfomia line 
(priced from $ 1,200 to $2,500) are avail¬ 
able at specialty electronic stores. I -irst- 
time buyers who want to get their feet wet 
in computer literacy may be interested in 
the Perfomia line. 

PCs are favorites in the business com¬ 
munity. If you have a computer at work, it 
is probably an IBM or IBM- compatible. 
The introduction of “Windows” for the 
IX' system allows it to function much like 
a Mac, with icons, pull down menus, and 
other design features which make for 
easier operation. Before W indows, operat¬ 
ing a PC meant memorizing a large num¬ 
ber of obscure type written commands. 
However, there are more software appli¬ 
cations available for the PC than the Mac. 


Down to business 

How can a professional KJ make use of a 
Mac or PC in their business? 

* One practical application is to publish a 
song list in an appealing graphic format. 
The computer lends itself to frequent re¬ 
visions and Macs are especially capable 
when it comes to graphics.

If you need more profes¬ 
sional artistic help, hire someone experi¬ 
enced in graphic art production. 

• Another idea for the computerized 
Karaoke host is to maintain a mailing list. 
On your song request slips, have a place 
for addresses and phone numbers and add 
them to your computerized address book. 
Mailing lists for specific purposes can be 
sold or bartered for other Karaoke-related 
products. However, you should inform 
singers who sign up for your “mailing 
iisf that you use the list lor promotional 
purposes. 

•You can also use your computer to pro¬ 
duce a newsletter or newspaper for local 
Karaoke news. Karaoke USA in Oakland. 
Calif., TIKI (The International Karaoke 
Intelligence) in Seattle, Wash., and Cali¬ 
fornia Karaoke Scene in Los Angeles, 
Calif, are all published electronically us¬ 
ing Macs or PCs. Other newspapers fo¬ 
cusing on Karaoke are produced in Illi¬ 
nois and Texas.

ANALOG Sound that is ‘analogous" or similar to the original sound. Usually described 
by a continuous wave, 

ANALOG FILTER Cancels and reduces noise in a CD player. 

BIT A word formed by combining the first two letters of the word "binary" and the last 
two letters of the word "digit". The numbers 0 and 1 in the binary system are both bits. 

CROSSTALK Transference of one channel into another. 

DAC (ALSO D\A CONVERTER) Acronym for digital-to-analog converter, a device that 
translates digital data into analog signals. 

dB Abbreviation for decibel, a logarithmic measure of amplitude: a unit for measunng 
what the ear hears. 

DIGITAL A system that uses numbers or digits. When talking CD, it's used in reference 
to the binary system. 

DIGITAL FILTER A device that eliminates high-frequency noise from signals before they 
pass through the digital-to-analog converter. 

DSP (DIGITAL SIGNAL PROCESSOR) Determines the discs reflection rate and 
modulation rate of the pits. 

DYNAMIC FtANGE Expressed in decibels, the ratio between maximum and minimum 
signal levels. 

FREQUENCY RESPONSE The range of frequencies equipment can transfer to a listener. 

HARMONIC DISTORTION A condition that occurs when harmonics not present in the 
onginal recording are added 

ONE-BIT DACS A conversion system that uses only one switch with one constant 
voltage, 

OVERSAMPLING A rate of sampling beyond the 44,100 times per second CD sampling 
rate that makes the waveforms output from the DAC smoother, which results in more 
accurate sound reproduction. 

PHASE ACCURACY When sound waves are in sync. Speakers are in phase when their 
cones move in and out at the same time. 

PIT A small impression on the disc that carries digital information. 

SAMPLING The process of measuring the amplitude of a waveform, CD players sample 
data from compact discs at a rate of 44,100 times per second to reproduce the 
waveforms of the original recording. 

SIGNAL TO NOISE RATIO (S/N) Ratio of loudest signal to noise. The higher the value, 
the better the sound. 

STEREO IMAGING Placing sound that's intended to be on the left on the left channel, 
and sound intended to be on the right on the right channel.

The national board of directors of the largest not-for-profit DJ Asso¬ 
ciation in Canada, the Canadian Disc Jockey Association, have selected

as their first chairman Michael Hcindl. Heindl, a full-time DJ, is one of 
the founding members and former president of the CDJA. 

CDJA President Larry Hampson was in Halifax, Nova Scotia recently 
to welcome members of the new Maritime Region Chapter. Elections will 
be held shortly to establish the local executive board. 

The appointments of new key leadership reflects the five-year plan of 
the CDJA to build a stronger and more professional Association. The plan 
includes restructuring existing programs and expansion to an interna¬ 
tional level. Within the next few years, an international conference will 
be arranged among DJ associations across North America and Europe. 

CDJA helps hotels out of hotspot 

A new-member directory is ready for distribution to local banquet 
halls and hotels. It is developed to foster greater awareness of the < 'DJ A, 
members and mandate among halls and hotels.

MacMillan started out in Greece, toured the Mediterranean, then 
crossed the Atlantic, finishing with a few months in the Caribbean. 

CDJA at copyright hearings 

The Federal Senate Committee hearings on a new bill to be presented 
to Parliament, to amend the Federal Copyright Act for Canada, will have 
a presentation from the CDJA representing mobile and club DJs from 
across Canada.
